“Generally, there is no legal objection to 
the school board having persons attend 
its meetings in an advisory or consultative 
capacity upon the dnvitetion of the board, |

Says Opinion Proves That Alliance Has No More Right Than

{a no statute conferring on the teachers’ 
alliance the right of representation on your

“Dealing specifically ith the resolu- 
tion, we are of the opinion that the re- 
citing or preamble part reading as fol- 
lows: ‘The matter of the request of the 
teachers’ alliance for representation on 
the trustee board’ is objectionable, inas 
much as your board could not legally con- 
fer upon the teachers’ alliance such a 
right of representation, and no doubt your 
board had itn mind this limitation on its 
power when the enacting clause of the 
Tesolution was passed. The important part 


of the enacting clause reads ‘be invited 
to attend the meetings of the trustee 
board in a consultative capacity,’ and tn 


our op!nion indicates that it was not the 
intention of your board to confer the right 
of representation on the alliance, but only 
fntended to iseue an invitation to the alli- 
ance to send a representative to your meet- 
ings so that such representative would be 
Present in a consultative capacity. This 
resolution does not give to such repre 
sentative any right to participate in the 
proceedings of your board. 

“It should, however, be pointed out 
that the resolution does provide that the 
representative of the alliance should be 
notified by your secretary of meetings 
and this might appear to confer a righ! 
upon ur’: represeptative to receive notifi- 
cation of all meetings, and a subsequent 
still, we are 
of the opinion that bis attendance at your 
meetings would only be fur the purpose of 
consuMation and did not confer any other 
right. 


Bearing tn mind the evident purport of | 


the resolution, namely that the repre- 
sentatives were invited in a consultative 
capacity, we are of the opinion that the 
resolution ‘# not beyond the powers of 
your board Yours truly, Pariee, Free- 
man, Mackay & Howson, per H.H.P.”

And 
obviously the increased costa of 
1921 over those of 1920 constitute 
a serious burden which must be 
borne either by increased bdnsi-| 
ness or increased charges or both. | 
Conditions which apply in Ed-!

There is little use in discussing 
the reasons why newspaper costs 
have increased when almost all 
other costs have fallen. The causes 
are beyond the control of the 
management of the papers. They 
must pay, or quit. The situation 
must be accepted and may as well 
be accepted without protest. The 
cost of newspapers is in much the 
same class as the cost of butter 
and eggs. Prices generally have 
fallen, and food for both cows and 
hens has for months been down 
to almost record low values. But 
eggs have cost from 60 cente to

the news of world, continental, 
national, provincial and _ local 
eventa, In war, in politics, in ma 
terial progress, in social activities 
The cost is less than 
four cents a day in the city, and 
less than three cents a day out- 
side, For 2.00 the subscriber 
receives 104 copies of the Semi 
Weekly, This is less than two! 
centa each. Having regard to 
quantity only, the newspaper at 
double the present subscription 
rates would be the cheapest thing 
that money could buy. Indeed, 
the only coin small enough to 
be used to pay the present yearly 
price for a single copy of Morn- 
ing, Evening or Semi Weekly is 
not in general use. 

The publicity service rendered 
by ‘© newspaper through its ad-| 
vertising columns so far excels in 
efficiency any other means of pub- 
licity at the price that comparisons 
cannot be made. Every news- 
paper subscription means a read- 
ing circle which includes every 
member of the household who can 
read. It also generally includes 
neighbors and friends. Its con- 
tents are the subject of family and | 
neighborhood discussion year in 
and year out. The more newsy the 
reading matter and the more ap-| 
proved the opinions expressed the 
more intently and regularly the 
paper is read. That means that 
its advertising columns are the 
more certain to attract the read-| 
ers’ attention. If newspaper) 
rates were twice what they are 
now they would still be the cheap-| 
est as well as the best available) 
j}medium of attracting public at- 
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imports from them. If foreigners 
only used us as well as our rela 
tives we would have nothing to 
worry about in the trade situation 
Unfortunately the figures recently 
published show that our total im 
ports exceeded our total exports 
last year by more than a hundred 
million dollars. What is worse, the 
statement showed that we are buy- 
img more abroad and selling less 
than we were twelve months ago 


As To Kindergartens 
If, as has been urged, the school 
board should re-establish the kin 


‘dergartens, then it is plainly the 


duty of the board to establish kin 
dergartens in connection with 
every school fn the city. Otherwise 
people in one section would be 
given a favor denied to people in 
enother section, at the public ex 
pense.

A newspaper is not merely a 
printed sheet; nor the mechanical 
appliances or business and literary 
effort necessary to produce it. It 
is not in the ordinary sense of the 
word a business enterprise, It 
is essentially a means for the ex- 
pression and spread of ideas. It is 
of value in proportion as the 
ideas which it expresses and 
spreads are for the public good, 
and find acceptance by the people 
concerned. Its value is not meas- 
ured by the cost of its mechanical 
equipment, by the numbers of 
its pages, or by the returns on 
the money invested. Its valne is 
in the impression it makes on the 
public mind—for good or ill—eom- 
monly called ‘‘influence.’’ Its 
value is not less but more, because 
its product is intangible. Nor is 
the material cost of its production 
less because its product cannot be} 
weighed or measured, eaten or 
worn. As the mind directs the 
aciivities of the body, therefore 
that which influences the conelu- 
sions of t} mind may well be of 


mor vsiu. than that which pro- 
vides | » the needs of the body. 


As the newspaper may be of more 
material value than some ordinary 
business enterprise, so it might be| 
of greater material cost. But as 
a matter of fact the daily paper| 
even as it is today, is the cheapest 
thing that money can buy; and 
as a medium of publicity gives 
greater and more efficient service 
for less money than any other | 
agency.
